VICTOR OF KIMBERLEY RELIEF FORCE. 


Boers Driven from tho Field, leaving their 
Dead. British Loss 46 Killed and 103 
Wounded. 

Gen. White Captures several Boer Positions 
ee War material at Lady- 
smi 


Lonpon, Nov. 24. 


The Secretary of War hus received the 
following despatch from Gen. Methuen 
dated Belmont, Nov. 23rd: ‘tAttacked the 
enemy at daybreak this morning. Tle was 
in a strong position. Three ridges were 
carried in succession, the last attack being 
merger by shrapnel. The infautry be- 

aved splendidly and received support from 
the naval brigade snd artillery. The 
enemy fought with courage and skill. Had 
Tattacked Jater I should have had far 
heavier losses. Our victory was complete. 
Have forty prisoners. Am burying a large 
number of Boers but the greater part of 
the enemy’s wounded were removed by 
their comrades. ‘We have captured a large 
number of horses and cows and destroyed 
a large quantity of ammunition. 


Brigadier-Gen’l Featherstorhangh was 
severely wounded, «nd Lieut.-Col. Grabb 
of the Grenadier Guards is reported wound- 
ed. Our other casuaities are: Grenadier 
Guards, rank and file, killed 26, wounded 
36, missing 13; Coldstream Guards, rank 
ard file, killed 8, wounded 33, missiag 4; 
Northumoerlsad Fusiliers, killed [2, wound- 
ed 32; Northamptonshire regiment, second 
batallion, wounded Captains Freeland and 
Barton severely; Souch Yorkshire regi- 
ment, second battalion, rank and fiile, 
wounded 3. 


LiTen—tIt was learned that the fighting 
cecirred at Witteputs station a point 
near the railway line to Kimberley. 
Witteputs station is in Cape Colony a few 
miles west of the Free State and about 75 
miles by rai! frem Kimberley. Firing con- 
tinned all day, the British infantry carried 
the kopjes at the pot of the bayonet and 
drove the Boers from their position. 


Dcrsan: During a night attack on Sun- 
day General White captured several Boer 
positions with guns and much war material.

The Boers oc.u pied Stynburg in north- 
ern Cape Co’ony cn Monday.

Winnipeg, Nov. 23. 
Gen. Methuen hasicrossed the Orange 


river and is advancing rapidly towards 
the relief of Kimberley. 


A half hvur’s engagement occurred 
at Mool river station. Whe shelling 
of the British caused’ much havos to 
the Boers, but the response did 
little damage to ths Imperial force 
The burghers are marching in large 
numbers towards Pietermaritzburg. 
They have arrived at Nottingham. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 21st. 

London; The latest direct news 
from Ladysmith dated Nov. 16th and 
17th strangely conflicts withthe re- 
peated reports of tremendous battles 
and great British victories on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. Neither mes- 
sage referred to, although despatch- 
ed on days following the date of the 
alleged fights, mentions any great en- 
gagements or Boer defeats. On the 
cortrary both distinctly state that 
beyond a false alarm of Thursday 
evening and a little increased shelling 
on Thursday and Friday, causing little 
damage, everything was perfectly 
quiet and the garrison was chafing 
under its enforced inactivity. Never- 
theless speci2i despatches from Est- 
court to-day enlarge on the reported 
battles and insist that the Boer’s fire 
on Wednesday was more_ terrible 
than in the previous fight.Despatches 
from Ladysmith reporting that there 
is a supply of ammunition there have 
seemingly put at rest a point on which 
there was much diversity of opinion. 

Cape Town, Nov. 21; Native runners 
left by the Boers in charge of their 
camp at Aliwal_ north, decamped 
taking horses and rifies. This shows 
a very unfriendly feeling. 

Durban, Nov. 21: Reports say that 
the Boers are preparing to leave the 
vicinity of Ladysmith, probably be- 
lieving themselves unable to cope with 
the large British force advancing from 
there.

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MANITOBA ELECTIONS. 

The Manitoba provincial elections 
are on. Nominations on Nov. 30th, 
and polling on Dec. 7th. The legis- 
iature is called to meet on Dec. 2Ist. 
The time of year at which the elections 
are to be held is very suitable. The 
rush of harvest is over and the bitter 
cold of winter has not set in. The 
legislature has held four sessions and 
its four years term would expire early 
next year. There seems to be no 
ground of complaint against the govern- 
ment in this connection. And al- 
though the timo from the issue of the 
wriis to the close of the polis is not 
long, it is long enough for the province 
to be kept in the throes of a political 
contest. The opposition at any rate 
cannot complain of being taken by sur- 
prise, as they have been actively organ- 
izing for the past two years and indeed 
are now said to be better organized 
than the government party. 

The issues of the campaign as set 
forth in the address of premier Green- 
way to the electors of the constituency 
of Mountain which he represents are: 
{1) Length cf service, Mr. Greenway 
haviag represented Mountain for 20 
years ; (2) Prosperity of the province, 
aided by legislation in the agricultural 
interest ; (3) Aten cent rate to Lake 
Superior on wheat, to be attained by 
means not stated ; (4) Opposition to 
the Senate for having refused to allow 
the Dominion government to pay to 
the school funds of the province a_por- 
tion of the proceeds of the sale of school 
land reserves in the province; (5) 
Sound condition of provincial finances, 
resulting from economizal administra- 
tion ; (6) Distinct promise of prohibitory 
legislation at next session of the 
legislature ; (7) Maintenance of the 
national school system. 

The prominent feature of this an- 
nouncement of policy is its moderation 
to the point of conservatism, except on 
Although 
there is a square announcement of pro- 
gressive legislation on tbat subject, 
the extent of the legislation is limited 
by the saving clause “to the extent 


of the powers of the province in that 


regard.” However this cannot be con- 
sidered as giving room for cavil, as 
prohibitory legislation to the extent of 
the power of the province must neces- 
sarily be a distinct advance from present 
conditions ; and in any case the pro- 
vincial government cannot effectively 
exceed its powers. 

The ten cent grain rate is the quest- 
ion above all others that gave scope 
for a progressive or even aggressive 
policy. Mr. Greenway’s announce- 
ment on that question cannot but be 
altogether disappointing to the friends 
who wish for his success, as well as to 
the farmers of Manitoba and the west 
generaliy who look to such a reduction 
in freight rates, as the most ready and 
rightful means of improving their con- 
dition. Had Mr. Greenway made a 
clear cut practicable announcement of 
policy oa this question he would have 


unquestionably been returned by a 


larger majority than that at present at 
his back. The contest would not have 
cost his party a cent. His candidates 
might have gone to sleep during the 
campaign. His opponents were 
beaten from the start. And, although 
the argument may not be of importance 
in the present condition of political 
life, he would have been right. Mr, 
Greenway wes the first to bring the 
prospect of a ten cent rate on wheat 
before the farmers of Manitoba. This 
was severai years ago. At that time 
he had a clear cut and apparently prac- 
ticable propositicu. It did not mater- 
ialize, however. Since then it would 
seem that there has been opportunity 
to again bring un the question effectual- 
ly,—that is when the South Eastern 
railway was being bonused. This is 
the railway fren Winnipeg to the 
United States boundary at the iake of 
the Woods which would have formed 
part of his original Duluth scheme and 
now forms part of the Rainy River 
scheme, 2nd the only part of either 
scheme over which the province can 


have absoluta control. Thet Mr. 
Greenway should have bonused this 
piece of line without any arrangement 
looking directly or indirectly to any 
reduction in the cost of transport of 
grain to Lake Superior is to say the 
least inconsistent with his declaration 
of a ten cent rate policy. Under the 
circumstances it might have been more 
judicious to have omitted that feature 
of policy from his address. There 
may be weighty and important, and 
good and sufficient, reasons for the 
failure of Mr. Greenway to secure 
decisive action on this question before 
now. But it wili cross the mind of 
many a farmer between the Red River 
and the Rockies that if Joe Martin 
were in the Manitoba goveznment there 
would have been aten cent rate already 
achieved or in sight. 

But if fault is to be found with the 
Greenway government for its too con- 
servative policy what can be said for 
the party or the policy of his opponents. 
The strength of the opposition is in the 
popularity of its leader,and the strength 
of his popularity is in that he is hia 
father’s son. The opposition campaign 
is being conducted chiefly on personal 
and partizan grounds. Their appeals 
are not on what they can do for the 
province if returned to power but what 
they can do for the conservative party 
of the Dominion. Had premier Green- 
wey announced an aggressive policy on 
the burning question of railway rates 
such an opposition would hive been 
utterly harmless. But appealing as he 
does on conservative rather than pro- 
gressive grounds he leaves himself open 
to the worst results from the sort of 
campaign that is being put up against 
bim. Premier Greenway’s greatest 


— I Se 


popular government that change is in 
itself wholesome. Having no aggres- 
sive policy to oppose to this feeling he 
stands to suffer heavily by it, as did 
the Hardy government in Ontario. 

The one aggressive feature of the op 
position policy seems to have been 
allowed to drop pretty well out of sight 
—namely the restrictive franchise pro- 
position. However popular this policy 
might be, it certainly was not logical, 
and was not likely to breed anything 
but trouble for those who adopted it. 
As a matter of mere theory a restrictive 
franchise is probably all right but the 
practical difficulties of restricting on 
any other grounds than the ownership 
of property are very great. In any case 
the grounds for restriction put forward 
by the Manitoba opposition would not 
stand argument. Whether we consider 
that the people we allow to come to 
this country as settlers take a proper 
view of public questions or not, when 
we accept the benefit—if it is a bene- 
fit—of their presence and labor and 
expenditures as citizens we cannot 
logically refuse them the right to pro- 
tect the interests thus created, by their 
votes. If we accept them in the duties 
of citizenship we cannot logically re- 
fuse them its privileges. If we accept 
them we must accept their. votes, If 
we do not allow them to vote we 
should not allow their presence. It is 
on this very point thatthe present war 
in South Africa arose. The people of 
the Transvaal had a perfect right to 
refuse the entry of outlanders to their 
But they did not so refuse. 


suse

country. 
They allowed them to come in, and in- 
vest their time and labor and money, 
and then after having derived these 
benefits from their presence denied 
them the rights of citizenship. What 
ever prejudice there is on the part of 
other nations against the British in 
this war there is no question that all 
civilized nations recognize the propriety 
of the British demanding the rights of 
citizenship for British people. If Bri- 
tain was not universally recognized to 
be right in this the main point in dis- 
pute she would have been checked by 
the other powers long ago. To re- 
gulate and in cases to restrict immi- 
gration is not only a right but a 
duty of the government of any 
| country, but when we accept the immi- 
gration we cannot refuse the rights of 


citizenship.

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‘The C. P. R, Co. has issued a new 
time table, taking effee! on Nov. 19th 
which contains some imgortant chan- 
ges on the Edmonton branch. ‘The ex- 
press trains run Monday and Friday 
north, and Tuesday and Saturday 
sot th, as before, but the hour of ley- 
ing Edmonton is changed from 8 a. 
m. to 8.36 a. mi This will be of great 
advantage to the travelling public in 
the dark winter - mornings. Thay 
reath Calgary at 5.80 p. m., half an 
hour Jater than before. Coming north 
thay leave Calgary at 8 a. m., instead 
of 8.05, and reach Edmonton at 5 p. m. 


Ack ef days is made in the run- 
ning of the mixed trains. These now 
come north on Tuesday and Thursday 
and go south on Wednesday and i'ri- 
day. . They leave both Calgary and Wd- 
monton at 7.30 a. m. «fhe train o- 
inz south reaches Calgary at 4.30 p. m. 
and the one coming north reaches Ed- 
monton at 7 p.m. 


The change in days of running the 
mixed trains, gives up trains on Mon- 
day, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday, 
and down trains on Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday, Friday and Saturday. On 
Tuesday and Friday a traveller from 
Edmonton can reach poinis this side 
ef Red Deer and return the same day 
By going south on Tuesday's express 
he can reach Red Deer in timis’ to do 
some business and return on the mix- 
ed. This will be of the greatest pos- 
sible advantage to commercial travel- 
lers, cattle buyers, etc., whose business 
requires them to touch at pvuinis along 
the line, but who could not afford the 
delay at each point occasioned by the 
long stay under the former time table. 
There is no doubt that this will be of 
great business advantage to these 
points. 

The C. P. R. having made this 
change in time it may be taken for 

- granted that the intention is to con- 
tinue the fourth train permanently, 
which again means that the company 
find there is business for the train to 
do. It is a plain principle that in- 
crease of business must be accompani- 
ed by adequate mail accommodation or 
the expansion of business is retarded. 
The fact that the C.P.R. have put on 
permanently a fourtk passenger train 
to meet the increaSe of business is 
all the argument ‘that should be neces- 
Sary to require its accompaniment by 
a corresponding mail service not only 
for through points, but also for the 
Principal points along the line, whose

WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 


Monday’s Winnipeg papers bring 
war news up to Noy. 10th from Lady- 
smith, te Noy. 15th from Estcourt, to 
Nov. i2tn from Orange River eighty 
miles from Kimberley, to Noy. 12th 
from Kimberley to November 10th, 
from Mafeking to Nov. éth. 

The, principal event of noite is the 
misfortune tothe crew of the British 
armored train at Chiveley between 
Estcourt and Colenso. In this affair 
the British lost 70 men in killed, 
wounded and prisoners. The troops 
engaged were a haif company of Dub- 
lin Fusiliers and a half company of 
Durban volunteers. The train left 
Estcourt and reached Chiveley’ safe- 
ly. On its return it was attacked 
by the Boers srith artillery and two 
of the trucks were derailed. The men 
disembarked and held the Boers at 
bay until the trucks were replaced on 
the track. The train then steamed 
away leaving the men to fall into the 
hands- of the Boers. A proceeding 
which at this: distance would seem to 
call for a court-martial” anc _subse- 
quent shooting match. The British 
were clearly ambushcaded and over- 
whelmed, as in the case of the disaster 
to Carleton’s column, and in that to 
the Hussars and Fusiliers at Glen- 
coe. The loss as stated by the tele- 
grams of last issue was 45 Fusiliers 
and 25 Durban volunteers. The num- 
ber killed and wounded is unknown 
ss all were still in the hands of ‘the 
Boers. 

It would appear that the force of 
Boers now holding Colenso is the 
army which marched through 
Zululand to attack Pietermaritzburg 
but which was required to assist in the 
defence of the beseigers of Ladysmith 
from the British re-inforcements of 
which 7,290 had reached Durban on 
the 17th. The total who had reached 
Cape Town on that date was 23,500. 


The news from Ladysmith is of con- 
tinuous bombardment, assault and 
counter assault in which the besieged 
are reported to have the advantage. 
This seems to be borne out by the fact 
that the Transvaal government 1s 
exercising quite as strict ceasorship 
over news as the British, and any news 
that dees come from their side speaks 
of hard fighting at Ladysmith, but no 
report of success. There is no doubt 
that an unsuccessful assault was. made 
on the 9th in which, it is reported, that 
the Free State general, Lucas Meyer, 
was wounded and had to go to Pre- 
toria. It was also reported that Gen. 
Joubert was kiiled, but this is now 
believed to be untrue. It would ap- 
pear that since the assault of tne 9th 
the attack on Ladysmith, has rather 
weakened than strengthened 

Kimberley reports on Nov. 9th that 
the bombardment of the previous day 
was not continued, but that the Boers 
were throwing up fresh earthworks. 
The piace was still safe on the 10th. 

The first division of the Kimberley 
relief column under Lord Methuen had 
reached the Orange river on the rail 
way from Cape Town to Kimberley 
on Nov. 12th. This is about 80 miles 
from Kmberley. f

Cape Colony at Aliwal north on the

Bee Matebing on Oct. 30th, the siege 
had been relaxed, some of the besieg- 
iug force going south to Kimberley 
amid Gen. Cronje the commander, go 
ing to Ladysmith. 


In Rhodesia small parties of Boers 
are looiing near the boundary, but ap- 
parently are not in force to attack 
Fort Tuli. News from Fort Tuli up 
to Nov. 3rd speaks of several skir- 
mishes having occurred between Col. 
Spreckley’s force and the Boers. Bulu- 
wayce news of the same date reports 
the Boers holding the railway between 
that place and Mafeking, but at points 
a considerable distance sov.th. 

A Buluwayo despatch of the 9th 
says that the Boers had attacked 
Khama, the northern Bechuanaland 
chief who stood loyal to the British 
during the Matabele war, at _the 
Crocodile river. The chief, was aided 
by 100 British from Buluwayo. ‘The 
same despatch says that Chief Lin- 
chwe, who at first was loyal, is now 
thought te be wavering. 


In Basutoland which adjoins the 


. Orange Free State, the Boers are stir- 


ring up dissension amongst the natives 


Against the British. Chief Joel is 


likely to take the field against the 
British, but the head Chief Lorothodi 
Tetiains loyal and will attack Joel if

ROAD TO OMENICA. 


The Ashcroft Journal, which is 9 
of ihe brightest amongst the liars 
very bright papers of iaterior British 
Columbia, is deeply interested in the 
opening up of the mines of the north 
ern interior of the province. On <he 
return ef Col. Wright, of the 13rd 
Mining Co., of Omenica from that dis- 
trict the Journal interviewed, him at 
length on the question of transporta- 
ition and a road to that important 
mining region now entering on a new 
stage of development. ‘The Omenica 
1S,uow reached by two routes; One 
direct from the coast at Port Essing- 


ing and one from Ashcroft. ‘The 
Journal concludes its article as fol- 
lows; 

“Colonel Wright, although = far 


from opposing the coast route be- 
lieves that the most feasible one for 
both the miners and the government 
is via the Cariboo road to Quesnelle 
and Stuart lake, thence by boat 
across the iake, which leaves but 70 
miles of road to be built to land sup- 
Piles, ete., at Manson creek. If the 
government decided to open up this 
route, Colonel Wright beiieves 
that the miners would assist to- 
wards the cost of construction, as 
they believe it is the most feasible 
one to be undertaken. 

_ “The principal companies operat- 

ing in the Omenica are the 43rd Min- 

ing & Milling Company, of Ottawa, 
which has already invested some 
$12,500 in the -distri:t, and the St. 

Anthony Company, of California, re- 

presenting, probably, $109,000 in- 

vested.” 

Whe interest of Edmonton in the 
Omenica Mes in the fact that this dis- 
trict has to sell what the miners of 
the district want to-buy, and that the 
navigable waters of Peace River,—of 
which the Omenica is a tributary— 
accessible at this end by wagon road 
from Edmonton, extend to within 50 
miles of the mines. The route from 
Edmonton to that point would be en- 
tirely by wagon and steamer, leaving 
only 50 miles of packing. But there 
must be two sieamers on Peace River 
to make the connection.

At present 
the buyers warehouses are filling up 
rapidiy as they cannot send across 
the river to ship, and unless the river 
closes soon a further drop may be look- 
ed for.

THE BRIDGE. 


The lower chords of the second span 
of the brige are now in place and the 
cross pieces bolted in. The work of 
yaising the trusses is commencing 
and will probably be completed next 
week. As soon as the second span has 
been boited in place, the false work 
will be removed from the two south 
spans and put in ths two north spans. 
to carry the superstructure during 
construction. Whe whole of the super- 
structu.re will be in place and bolted 
before any riveting will be done. For 
this work a riveting machine worked 
by compressed air produced by steam 
power will be used. The steam gen- 
erator will be placed on the centre pier 
of the bridge and will work both ways. 
The date of completion of the bridge 
will depend on “the weather, but will 
not be later than February. Some 
delay has-been caused in the raising of 
the superstructure by a slight sinking 
of the false work under the great 
weight, necessitating further blocking 
up. This is not likely to occur im the 
case of the two north spans as the 
frost will then keep everything solid 

At the height originaily intended 
the bridge was level with the north 
but was reached by a deep cut on the 
south side. Now the south end is level 
with the ground and the north ead 
eight feet above. This has been pro- 
vided for by an approach partly grad- 
ed and partly cf timber work. ‘The 
timber portion is 24 feet in length, the 
fu!l width of the bridge, with a railing 
on each side. Whe grade is somewhat 
steep, but rot difficult. It would 
be possible to save the eight feet of 
fali and rise in the present road to 
the bridge by making a slight altera- 
tion in its course and making a con- 
siderable fill, Although this ' would 
entail considerable expense, and ihe 
loss of some very good work done hy 
ithe town this summer before it had 
been decidad to raise the bridge, there 
is no doubt that the volume and nature 
of the traffic would amply justify it.

L Finer weather could not be 
wished for by the farmers for their 
threshing, which is now in full swing. 
Little grain, however, is being brought 
in as the farmers are hoping that the 
mill machinery may soon arrive so 
that they can sell locally a portion of 
their grain, 

Francois Adam, the popular mer- 
chant at Duhamel, is also heavily in 
the, cattle business. On a recent visit 
to him he stated that he had between 
500 and 600 head ready to ship early in 
December. , 

Wm. McDonnell has his cattle buy- 
ers busily employed the whole time. 
Messrs. Wilkie & Young, are now out 
fon that purpose. Both these buyers 
are of the active kind and they always 
have a good report to make on their 
return. It is to be regretted that E. 
Nunneley, another of Mr. McDon- 
nell’s buyers, is unwell and unable to 
attend to business, however, ‘this fine 
weather ought to brace him up again. 


A bad accident has just happened 
14 miles from here in the Battle river 
district, the exact particulars of 
which are not yet to hand. From 
what is known it appears that a man 
named Noyesi was in some way caught 
in a threshing machine and badly cut 
up about the face; one of his ears being 
cut off. Dr. Baldwin was sent for 
and is at present in attendance, not 
having as yet returned. 

A post office will be opened on the 
Ist of next menth at Bittern lake, 
Mr. Roper postmaster. It is full time 
that this should be done as there are 
quite a number of settlers around 
the lake. Now that they have obtain- 
ed this office they should really put 
their shoulders to the whee! and or- 
ganize a school. It is indeed badly 
wanted. 

It is generally believed that this 
village became incorporated as such 
on the 17th of this month, however, 
this is not so. ‘The fact of incorpora- 
tion will not take effect until the 1st 
of December, and the election of the 
first overseer will be held about a 
month afterwards. 

The present licensing commission- 
ers vacate office on the 3lst of next 
month. . Wetaskiwin is urging its 
claims to have one of the vacent seats 
that is if the old ones are mat ‘re- 
appointed.. 

The service in the Church of England 
on Sunday (harvest festival) was 
brought to a very sudden end at the 
outset. The stove pipes persistently 
refused to draw with the result that 
the parson and his congregation were 
literally smoked out. 

The body of the rancher Jansen who 
was drowned a month ago in the Bat- 
tle river, was found on Sunday night 
floating close to the bridge at Du- 
hamel within a very short distance 
of where the accident occurred. 

The application of I. P. A. Dumont 
for a license for the Queen’s Hotel, has 
just been heard before the three com- 
missioners. It was refused by a vote 
of two against one.

FORT SASKATCHEWAN.

AT MAFEKING. 


An undated despatch from Mafe- 
king, received by runtcer, via Maga 
lapye on Wednesday, Nov. 8, says, 
speaking of the bayonet charge ‘made 
by Capt. Fitzclarence on the Boer 
trenches; Our party could not hold 
the trenches; and lost six men killed, 
two prisoners and nine wounded in 
their retirement. We expect a gener- 
al attack to-morrow. ‘The bombard- 
ment has beer, most ineffectual. 
Everyone remains under shell proof 
cover. So far the shells have only 
wounded one man. Yhe enemy is us- 
ing one 9 pounder Howitzer, and 7 
other guns, from’ 7 to 14 pounders. 
The town is most cheerful and determ- 
ined to resist an attack to the utmpst. 
The Boers are entrenthed on every 
side in great numbers and are push- 
ing gradually closer and closer to the 
town fortifications. We are well off 
for provisions and water, though very 
tired, dodging shells and fighting. 
Quite on civilized lines Gen. Cronje 
has always given due notice of a bom- 
bardment and allowed the ambulance 
party two hours on Saturday to re- 
cover the bodies of the six dead left in 
the vicinity of the Boer trenches. 
Friday night Jan Botha, a well known 
Boer commandant, told a man with 
the ambulance party that their loss 
had been heavy and his heart was very 
sore. 


UNPLEASANT READING. 


‘A London despatch of the 17th gives 
a Pretoria despatch which says that 
the British prisoners in that place in- 
clude the Eighteeth Hussars, four of- 
ficers and $1 non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men, the Dublin Fusiliers, 
four officers and 12 non-commissioned 
officers and men; the irish Fusiliers, 
10 officers and 533 non-commissioned 
officers and men; the artillery, five 
officers and 60 non-commissioned of- 
ficers and men; the Leicesters, no offi- 
cers, six non-commissioned-officers and 
men; the Dragoons, one man. the Natal 
police, one man; poiice, 62 men; sick, 38 
men. The despatch adds; Trairs are 
working excellently from Pretoria to 
Ladysmith., 

A Durban despatch of the 16th says 
that the British military prisoners 
at Pretoria comprise 52 officers and 1,- 
275 non-commissioned officers and men 
from Natal; 10 officers and 25 non- 
commissioned officers and men fram 
Mafeking, and four ment from Fort 
Tuli. The prisoners guards are al- 
most exclusively Germans and the
